A COINCIDENCE 



It is just thirty-three years ago to-day that the "Yale 
News" the oldest and by far the beBt of University news- 
papers, made editorial comment on the fact that it had 
managed to exist and even to prosper during its first two 
months of publication. Despite the ridicule and scorn of 
established city papers the "News" was still doing business 
in a very real manner. 

JuBt as the News had occasion to reflect on its Buccese in 
the early duys when optimism was none too abundant, bo 
we have a similar occasion now to glance back at the ^Past 
two mouths with a certain degree of gratification. There were 
indeed times when the outlook was gloomy and when even 
the most sauguine were dubious. The support which waB 
confidently expected d&l not at first materialize. A final 
appeal was made and the result was exceedingly satisfac- 
tory. The Daily is ut present receiving splendid support 
from the undergruduuteB. If such be a criterion of future 
years then the Daily is duly established as a recognized 
institution at McGill. 

In some particulars we have not been able to carry out 
the original programme. Notable among these Is th.tt up to 
date we have not extended the four edition busis to six is- 
sue per week. The reason for this is surely obvious. In or- 
der to "make ends meet" this year we are having no Paid 
or salaried men on either business or cditoriul boards. Fur- 
thermore the Faculty has not seen fit to make any special 
academic allowances to members of the stuff. Until the lat- 
ter is done or a salaried ollicial is added to the staff it will 
be utterly impossible to issue every day. Under present cir- 
cumstances the academic existence of several members of the 
board is in serious jeopardy. 

A particularly pleasing feature of the Daily's progress to 
date is the manner in which readers have patronized ad- 
vertisers.

At Varsity, however, tin professoriate is light be- 
hind football and male special allowances for this final 
game. Whether tbjia tends to improve the general tune of the 
University is debatable, 

Ah regards McGill is it sa e to -ay thai if we were to 
land the intercollegiate title it would be utterly Impossible 
to avoid a Dominion final. Student enthusiasm in this case 
would tirook no bounds and we would be forced into it, 
whether or no. It is well, however, to five such a momen- 
tous question earnest consideration. With this in view wo 
invite correspondence from anyone who has reasonable 
convictions on the subject of Dominion Championship finals.

propogated, and constituted the only 
reasonable solution to all great cri- 
ses whatever millht lie their nature. 
Mr. Hurt wns in fine voice, and hi* 
speech was a very telling one fur the 
affirmative. 

The next speaker was John Mac 
Naughton of McGill, the leader of 
the negative, who devoted practical 
ly his entire speech to rebuttal of 
the various arguments adduced hy 
the affirmative. 

At the outset he contended that the 
negative interpretation of the sub- 



ject was the only one which could 
reasonably be inferred from the reBO 
lution, He declared that the affirma 
tive had railed to establish the rela 
tn, n of cause and effect between war 
and the advancement of civilization, 
ami had fallen far short of malting 
good their contl ntion. Mere slate 
merits, without any logical sequence 
or vestige of authority could not be 
considered ss arguments. 

The cost In money and human life, 
and the horrors of war were vividly 
described and strongly emphasized. 
Many of the points made by the af- 
firmative were tinned again it them 
with good results. 

For the first part of his speecb Mr. 



MacNaughton spoke with unusual 
calmness and deliberation. Then 
changing bis whole attitude. Ho 
launched into bitter invective of wur 
and its aliened benefits With telling 
effect amid the insistent applause of 
the audience. So enthused did he 
become that, it took the chairman 
Mime moment.-; to acquaint him with 
the fact of the time allotted him hav- 
ing expired. His speech was repeat- 
edly punctuated with upplause, and 
evoked much enthusiasm. 

In closing for the affirmative, Mr. 
MacNiven appeared slightly nervous. 
His arguments seemed somewh it con- 
fused, and he failed to make us good 
■ use of the five minutes given as 



would undoubtedly have been the 
case had he been laboring under less 
excitement. His rebuttal was not as 
strong as his opening affirmative re 
marks. 

While the judge occupied hims-jlf in 
coming to a conclusion on the re- 
sults of the case as presented, the 
musical portion of the programme 
was carried out with great success. 

This consisted of a piano io'.o by 
G. u. Frost and a quartette by Tri- 
nity College students, both o' which 
were heartily < neored, 

Mr. Justice Macl.arcn was then re- 
quested to deliver judgnimt. in 
awarding h's decision, he stated that 
the members of both teams had 
shown live debating form, and that 
on counting the points scored by each 
team for matter and delivery he 
found that the totals were separated 
only by a small margin. 

While congratulating the affirma- 
tive on the remarkably good case 
they had presented, he felt obliged to 
decide in favor of the visiting team. 
The award was well received, and ap- 
peared to be generally satisfactory, 

Mr. MacNiven moved a vote of 
thanks to the judge for the highly 
admirable manner in whit h he had 
discharged his judical duties. This 
was seconded by Mr. MacNaughton, 
lender of the negative, who congratu- 
lated Varsity on their recent foot- 
ball victory, and the evidence they 
had aguin given of the superiority of 
the college man in football. On this 
occasion the fortunes of war had fa- 
vored McQiU, and he did not think 
that Varsity would begrudge her ri- 
val the honor. The judge was a 
graduate of both i n i vers i ties debat- 
ing, his sympathies were naturally 
divided, but he could not award the 
debate to both teams; the able and 
Impartial mannjr, however, in which 
the decision was given, would unques- 
tionably result in raising the stan- 
dard of intercollegiate debating and 
make visiting teams more confident 
of winning laurels on foreign soil. 

At the close of the debate the Var- 
sity representatives very kindly and 
hospitably entertained the McGill 
men to a sumptous banquet at the 
Hotel Wavel'ly. 

The graceful nihil :er in which Var- 
sity took her defeat and her kind 
treatment of the visitors were great- 
ly appreciated by th-- McGill repre- 
sentatives, who urc loud in their 
praise of the Uluc and White men as 
good losers. 

Tomorrow night Queen's will de- 
bute at Ottawa against Ottawa Uni- 
versity, and the winners will inter 
the finnl debate here at McGill on the 
night of January 31. 

This year McGill hopes to win the 
championship, and as she has begun 
under such favorable auspices, it re- 
quires only work and practice to en- 
sure her lurther success in the final 
debate.

-honored place on the table of the 
J Biological Reading Room, amid sci- 
entific periodicals of all kinds) kind- 
ly constmted to give a short account 
if the famous Biological Station at 
Wood's Hole, where most of the 
trrcatest research work on this con- 
tinent has been curried on. 
i "The beginning of this station,"' 
• said .Miss Derrick, "was a j;reat 
many years ago, when LouU Agaasiz, 
professor of Zoology at Harvard felt 
that students sHiould go In the sum- 
mer to some locality where they 
could see the forms on which their 
winter work was based. 'Nature, not 
liooks, was the motto he took foi 
his summer school, for no cha had a 
greater abhorrence for th° style of 
scientific student who relies wholly 
on books, without Investigating 
statemeiits for himself. 

The place selected for this st'piiue ' 
Htht ol was the is'ntii.i of Penikese off 
the fil. ore of Cape Cod, but this was 
found unsuitable, so in its second 
summer the school was n oved to 
Wood'* Hole. Unfortt nately the win- 
ter aft'-r the founding o! this school 
Agassi? lied, hut the Value of this 
movement was realized, and biologl 
ral researchers have continued to as 
snrnble for summer work ever sine. 

"Louis Agasslz was In many ways 
a very peculiar figure. He was In- 
tensely religious aval absolutely re 
fused to accept the doctrine of evolu- 
tion His attitude toward science 
tias very like that of Sir William 
Dawson, a- d it is characteristic of 
him that his summer school opened 
with prayer. 

"This Biologlial Stath n at Wood's 
Hole Is mosl admirably situated for 
such work, lies-id-^ the fact that the 
United States Fish Commission is es- 
tablished t hoi e, it has the advantage 
of beinç able to procure fauna and 
flora found in both northern and 
•iotithein waters. Thus the station 
has been most successful, i nil is 
comparable to nothing, except the 
famous laboratory at Naples. Amonn 
the great men who have contributed 
to make the school a success, none, 
perhaps have done more than the late 
Dr. Whitman, a Chicago professor, 
uho seems to have been a great in- 
spiration to tbe students. His devo- 
tion and enthusiasm colored the work 
and made It very broad and sugges- 
tive ia every line.

through kilns and is dried as much 
as possible. From here the mixture 
is carried by means of an under- 
ground conveyor to the mill. This 
powder now passes slowly through 
large cylindrical kilns in which a high 
temperature is maintained. 

The kilns are about 125 feet long 
and ti feet in diameter. They slant 
towards the furnaces with a pitch of 
about J of an inch to the foot. They 
slowly rotate and thus the powder 
gravitates down the kiln. The heat is 
supplied by a stream of pulverized 
coal which is forced into the lower 
end of tbe kiln by means of a fan. 
This ignites as soon as it enters the 
kiln and supplies a very strong heat. 
The temperature at tbe lower end of 
the kiln is about 2600 degrees F. 
while at the upper end it is about 
1S00 degrees F. 

When the mixture conies out of the 
lower end of the kiln it is finished 
cement and only remains to be 
ground up. After being cooled u little 
gypsum is added to regulate ti e set- 
ting.
